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In My Backyard

he Massachusetts Audubon Society 
received a report of a painted bunting 
at Cold Brook Preserve, Bank St. Bogs 
in Harwich Sunday, Dec. 8. The male paint- 
ed bunting has a blue head, red under parts 
and light green back and wings. In contrast, 
the female painted bunting is plain with leaf 
green head, back and wings and lighter green 
on the chest and belly. 

The bunting is about 5 1/2 inches long and 
a rare visitor to Massachusetts. It inhabits 
the Gulf States, Florida and Georgia. Years 
ago, Harold and Jean Dorsey, of Barre, had 
a painted bunting at their feeder in late fall. 
Someone captured the bird and drove it down 
south as it would not survive the winter. 

Painted buntings forage on the ground and 
in low foliage for grass seeds and insects. They 
may come to bird feeders for sunflower seeds 
and other seed mixes. The female lays three to 
five light blue-white or gray white eggs with 
brown spots in a nest of stems, grasses and 
leaves lined with hair, fine grasses and occa- 
sionally bits of snakeskin. There song is a 
musical warble and the call, a short “chit.” 

Mass. Audubon sightings 

Mass. Audubon Society listed bird sight- 
ings at Race Point, Provincetown. Birds 
included three reed-necked grebes, three 
dovekies, five common murres, 275 razorbills, 
65 black-legged kittiwakes, eight Iceland 
gulls, four great shearwaters and 20 snow 
buntings. 

In western Massachusetts, reports includ- 
ed a cackling goose at the UMass campus 
pond, two Lapland longspurs at Northamp- 
ton Airport, greater and lesser scaups at 
Stockbridge bowl, Laural Lake in Lenox and 
Turner Falls power canal. 

Bald eagle 

I received a call from an Oakham man, 
who said a passenger 1n his car spotted a ma- 
ture, bald eagle in a tree by Long Pond. He 
was driving along Rte. 122 in Rutland. He 
said the road was slippery so he kept his eyes 
on the road. 

Trapped loon 

The Loon Preservation Committee in its 
newsletter said during a recent cold spell, 
Lovell Lake in Wakefield, N.H. began to 
skim over with ice. One of the chicks that 
hatched this summer had not yet left for the 
ocean. While a small amount of open water 
remained on the lake for the loon to forage, 
eagles had been seen in the area. Lake resi- 
dents were concerned that they might attack 
and kill the juvenile. Senior biologist John 
Cooley met up with lake residents to attempt 
to capture the loon. Cooley donned a ther- 
mal suit, attached a tether to the shoreline 
and pushed a small John boat in front of 
himself so he could jump into it should the 
ice begin to give way. He safely made it across 
the ice to the loon, netted it and returned to 
shore with the bird. The rescue crew brought 
the loon to a wildlife rehabilitator for further 
examination. After the loon received a clear 
bill of health, Cooley brought it to Odiorne 
State Park, banded it and released it directly 
into the ocean.

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Social Security Matters 
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Will foreign earnings count toward my benefits?

Dear Rusty: I am looking for advice on 
how our recent decision to take up work in 
the United Kingdom will affect our U.S. So- 
cial Security benefits. I want to understand 
whether we need to be prepared for a loss in 
future Social Security benefits, in compari- 
son to what we'd get by continuing to work 
in the U.S. Signed: Working Abroad 

Dear Working Abroad: I'll start by noting 
that the U.S. and the U.K. have a bilateral 
“totalization” agreement which helps those 
who have worked in both countries qualify 
for Social Security benefits in the other, but 
this relates only to you earning enough cred- 
its to be eligible for benefits. Your foreign 
earned income won't be included when com- 
puting your U.S. Social Security benefits. 

Under the “totalization agreement if, 
from your work in the U.S., you have earned 
only 30 credits toward the 40 needed to 
qualify for U.S. Social Security benefits, and 
you went to work in the U.K. and earned 10 
credits toward the U.K.’s eligibility require- 
ment, those 10 U.K. credits would be add- 
ed to your 30 U.S. credits to give you the 40 
needed to be eligible for U.S. Social Security 
benefits. However, your U.S. Social Security 
benefit when it is claimed would be based 
upon your U.S. earned income only and 
would not include your U.K. earned income. 

To determine your U.S. benefit amount, 
Social Security uses the highest-earning 35 
years of your U.S. earned income during 
which SS FICA payroll taxes were with- 
held from your earnings. Your lifetime U.S. 
earnings are adjusted for inflation and the 
highest earning 35 years are used to arrive 
at your “average indexed monthly earnings” 
(AIME). Your AIME is then used to de- 
termine your “primary insurance amount”

(PIA), which is the benefit you are due at 
your full retirement age. If you don’t have 
a full 35 years of U.S. earnings because you 
spent a number of years working in the 
U.K., Social Security will put in enough ze- 
ros to make 35 years. Those zeros in your 
earnings record will reduce your U.S. Social 
Security benefit amount. 

So, by comparison, if you were to remain 
in the U.S. and continue working (and con- 
tributing to Social Security) here, your even- 
tual Social Security benefits will be higher, 
because your U.S. earnings will count toward 
your AIME, and will eliminate some or all 
of any zero years in the 35 used to compute 
your benefit. Conversely, your earnings from 
working in the U.K. will not count toward 
your U.S. Social Security earnings history 
(won't be included in your AIME), meaning 
you ll show zeros in your U.S. earnings re- 
cord for the years you worked in the U.K, 
and thus your U.S. Social Security benefit 
will be lower than if you instead continued 
to work in the U.S. Of course, if you already 
have at least 35 years of U.S. earnings you 
will not have zeros in your work history, but 
your U.K. earnings still will not count to- 
ward your U.S. Social Security benefit and 
will not eliminate any lower-earning years 1n 
your 35-year U.S. work history.

Statewide tournament 
could replace regional

REGION -—_ Worcester 
North vs. Chicopee? Nipmuc 
vs. Belchertown? Perhaps Min- 
nechaug vs. Boston Public, or 
maybe little town of Mashpee 
vs. Granby? 

These matchups could all 
soon be reality after the Mas- 
sachusetts Interscholastic Ath- 
letic Association endorsed a 
statewide tournament propos- 
al at its most recent meeting. 

The change could bring a 
completely overhaul to the 
alignments used in current 
Massachusetts interscholastic 
sports. 

Sean Mackin, athletic di- 
rector for Chicopee’s high 
school, Chicopee High and 
Chicopee Comprehensive, said 
the proposal is likely to pass 
at the state level, potentially 
changing things in a big way 
for Western Massachusetts 
Schools. 

“It’s something that is prob- 
ably going to happen,” said 
Mackin, who 1s a member of 
the Tournament Management 
Committee. 

According to the proposal, 


a statewide tournament would 
be invoked, involving up to 32 
or more teams in a given divi- 
sion. It would create an “equal 
path” to a championship, ac- 
cording to the proposal, and 
there would be an assured way 
that schools would play “like- 
sized” schools. 

It would also create a uni- 
form format for tournament 
play in the entire state. 

Opponents and skeptics in 
Western Massachusetts, how- 
ever, are fearful of losing the 
Western Massachusetts Tour- 
nament, where now, the cham- 
pion goes on to a small state 
tournament to face that divi- 
sion’s sectional champion. The 
state is currently divided into 
four regions, West, Central, 
Northeast, and Southeast. 

David Stratton,  athlet- 
ic director at Agawam High 
School, is just one administra- 
tor in Western Mass. that has 
concerns about the proposal. 

“We really like our Western 
Mass. tournament here,” said 
Stratton. “A lot of people do 
not want to lose it.” 

Stratton said it is possible,

GARDNER - With the new year 
upon us and a new winter season, the 
Gardner co-op hockey team is ready for 
the uphill climb. 

“T believe that we are still in the midst 
of rebuilding the foundation of our 
program,” said Gardner hockey coach, 
Scott Freniere. “During my first year, 
we tried to instill a new culture of col- 
laboration and an environment that fo- 
cuses on ensuring everyone has the basic 
fundamentals of the game down, and 
we have fun doing it at the same time.” 

Frieniere admitted it’s a challenging 
task that 1s still being worked out. 

“T think we will be in more games 
competitively and we have our focus set 
on getting a win for the first time in a 
long period of time,” Freniere said. 

After a 0-20 season last year, the only 
way to go 1s up — and Freniere and crew 
are hoping to do that with a large roster 
of players (27) hailing from four differ- 
ent schools — Gardner, Murdock, Nar- 
ragansett and Quabbin. 

“We have had our challenges so far,” 
Freniere said. “We were pleased with 
the participation numbers as they have 
steadily increased over the last two years 
and we anticipate that to be a growing 
trend for our program.” 

One of the downsides of having such 
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Quabbin hockey players team up with Gardner 


a large roster — finding sufficient ice 
team to meet the needs of all the players. 

“It presents complications for prac- 
tice, but that is something we have grown 
accustom to now and we're trying to ad- 
dress it because we want to welcome all 
into our program,” stated Freniere. 

Athough Gardner only has a varsity 
team, there have been instances when ice 
time is scheduled for the Wildcats and 
area JV teams to scrimmage, giving op- 
portunities to those players who do not 
see game time ice to play. 

“Our lineups feature mainly seniors 
and sophomores,’ Freniere said. “In 
total we have five seniors. We're in a 
good place with a lot of underclassmen 
getting ice time, learning from our more 
experienced players. It sets up two good 
years where we will have the bulk of our 
talent being retained.” 

The other advantage the Gardner 
team has, is that almost all the players 
participate in additional year round 
hockey teams including the Sting, the 
Junior Railers, theTwin City Hawks and 
the Minutemen Flames. 

Gardner senior Ben Savoie has been 
selected captain this year with assistant 
captains Gardner senior Michael Ouel- 
let, Murdock junior Philip Quinn and 
Quabbin sophomore Jamison Howland. 

“This year we're looking to rely on 
Jamison Howland, Aidan Prentiss, Mi- 
chael Ouellet and Josh Garrity to carry 


some of the offense for us,” Frieniere 
said. “They all have different skills of- 
fensively and as we go through the year, 
they will all get more comfortable and 
start to put up some goals. On defense 
we have Matthew Marshall and Philip 
Quinn who have been solid backbone 
defensemen for us, that we know we can 
rely on, game in and game out.” 

Along with Howland from Quabbin, 
other Panthers who have transitioned to 
Wildcats for the hockey season include 
senior Matthew Shepard, sophomores 
Howland, Prentiss, Brodie White and 
Jake Samaha, freshman Zachary Bouch- 
er and eighth grader Sean LaPointe. 

Naragansett senior Alex LaFreniere 
and Murdock eighth grader, Mark 
Quinn, brother of Philip who is on the 
team, will both pad up and assume the 
role of goalie this season. 

“Alex is an experienced goaltender 
who’s willing to give it his all; and has en- 
dured some tough times throughout his 
high school career with this program,” 
replied Freniere. “I know he deserves to 
go out with a win after all he has giv- 
en. Mark has seen a good amount of 
ice time and he’s impressed us and the 
crowd with some outstanding saves you 
wouldn't expect from an eighth grader. 
I think Mark shores up our goaltending 
for many years coming.” 

Gardner even has a pair of young 
ladies who are lacing up the skates and 


giving the team a try. Eighth grader R1- 
ley Caron and sophomore Emma Ash- 
more are showing up to practice and 
learning the ropes. 

“We are working with both to ad- 
dress some basic fundamentals such 
as skating,’ Freniere said. “We do not 
anticipate them to see any regular ice 
time and the girls actually want to wait 
until they feel they’°ve mastered the ba- 
sics before going into any game. They’ll 
get time in scrimmages and gain some 
experience there. They have brought a 
new element to the team and their con- 
tagious attitude of just wanting to get 
better has spread to some others also.” 

Freniere hopes the added games with 
Holliston and Shawsheen Tech and 
other more evenly matched teams like 
Chicopee Comp and Nashoba Tech 
will help this Gardner team earn their 
first win and improve their current 0-3 
record. 

“Everyone chose to play for our team 
and to work to make it a better envi- 
ronment and culture for future players,” 
summed up Freniere. “We are already 
seeing the payoff with some of our 
eighth graders and freshmen recogniz- 
ing what it means to play for Gardner 
and go out and work hard every time. 
The potential 1s there, we’re well on our 
way to a better future for our program. 
It started last year and will continue to 
grow this year.”

Calling 
all referees

REGION — Thinking about 
breaking into the world of high 
school sports in Massachusetts? 

Now, more than ever, officials are 
needed in so many sports that even 
the sports with most referees are 
starting to feel the pain. 

According to Minnechaug Re- 
gional High School Athletic Di- 
rector Michael Roy, the difficulty 
in getting officials has been getting 
greater, even in a sport like basket- 
ball where there has always been 
an abundance of officials over the 
years. 

“We are seeing more and more 
officials either leave or only want 
to do college games now,” said Roy. 
“We had an ice storm last week (on 
Dec. 17). When I checked with the 
referee arbiter, I was given some 
dates where there was no possibility 
of me getting officials because they 
were either not available or had col-

however, that in the region, the Pioneer 
Valley Interscholastic Athletic Associ- 
ation, which governs local league play 
and school participation in sports, 
could hold its own tournaments prior 
to the state tournament. 

“But the Western Mass. tournament 
is ours,” said Stratton. “It’s something 
the kids like to play for because they are 
playing against schools they know.” 

For Western Mass. the region has 
always had somewhat of a disadvan- 
tage to the higher and more densely 
populated regions near Worcester and 


Boston. The competition is simply at 
a higher level on that side of the state, 
even at like-sized schools. 

Western Massachusetts also uses the 
Walker System for many of its tour- 
nament because of the diversity of 
the region. The Walker system utilizes 
a ranking system based on wins, wins 
against tournament teams, and strength 
of schedule to determine its seeds. Cen- 
tral Mass. has used the format in some 
cases, but North and South regions go 
by records with tiebreakers for teams 
with the same records. 

In order to balance the competition 
throughout the state, it appears a fifth 
division would be added. Currently, 


most Massachusetts sports like soccer, 
basketball, and baseball utilize four di- 
visions. Football currently has eight. A 
fifth division could likely move many 
Western Mass. teams currently in Divi- 
sion | down to Division 2. Division 3 
and 4 teams would likely move to 4 and 
5, respectively, Stratton estimates. 

The proposal suggests there would 
be five divisions for baseball, soccer, 
softball, basketball, football, and even 
girls volleyball. There would be four 
divisions for tennis, lacrosse, and field 
hockey, three divisions for ice hockey, 
and two divisions for boys volleyball. 

Travel is another logistic Western 
Mass. schools are nervous about in a 


state tourney format. For instance, if 
a Berkshire team like Wahconah or 
Pittsfield has to travel to the Cape. That 
could be a four-hour ride for that team 
in either direction. 

“Td have to dismiss my kids very 
early to do that,” said Stratton. “And 
that’s a long bus ride and then to get 
out and play.” 

According to the proposal, the high- 
er seed would host playoff games in 
the first three rounds of a potential 32- 
team tournament. 

The statewide tournament is coming 
to a vote at a special meeting in Febru- 
ary. It’s unclear if the proposal would 
be put in place for fall 2020, or fall 2021.

lowed, proving to also have a knack for 
the sport. 

“T don’t really mind doing gym- 
nastics with my sister, it’s pretty fun 
because we have a lot of the same 
friends,” explained Ruby Gatulis. 

Meridian Coach Kelsey Joyal has 
been coaching Ruby for five years and 
Emma for four, because of Emma’s de- 
sire to stay with Sterling Gymnastics 
for the additional year to be with close 
friends. 

“Emma is such an easy going, go 
with the flow type of person,” said Joy- 
al. “She is extremely helpful to both 
her teammates and her coaches. She 
will set her mind to something and not 
stop until the task is complete. Emma 
can also be very competitive, which is 
a good quality to have as a gymnast.” 

Joyal shared there are two compet- 
itive team programs offered at Merid- 
ian — the Junior Olympic Program and 
the Xcel team, which allows gymnasts 
to progress at their own pace and to be 
more challenged on certain events. 

Within Xcel there are levels — and 
both Gatulis girls improved and moved 
to higher levels in Xcel this year. 

“Emma is in Xcel Platinum (4th) D1- 
vision,’ stated Joyal. “She completes 
quite difficult skills that take many 
years of training to successfully master. 
She is also very creative which makes 
her routines very unique.” 

“Ruby moved up to Xcel Gold this 
year and 1s adjusting very well,” contin- 
ued Joyal, mentioning Ruby’s kindness, 
humor and helpful attitude. “Ruby did 
very well at this past year’s competi- 
tions. At one of the meets she placed 
first in her division as well as scoring 
her highest all around score in her 
gymnastic career.” 

Although gymnastics is a year long 
activity and the gymnasts train during 
the summer, the competition season 
runs from November through May, 
with tournaments usually once a month 
around the state, and one “travel” meet 
per year that could be as far as Florida 
or California. This year the Xcel Team 
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will be traveling to Connecticut. 

Both Gatulis young women com- 
pete in all four events, the vault, uneven 
bars, balance beam and floor exercise. 

Ironically both shared the uneven 
bars is their favorite event, with Ruby 
adding she has performed well on the 
vault. 

Joyal made sure to mention Emma 
had a great showing last year, placing 
second at State Cup and fifth at State 
Championship, both highly competi- 
tive and requiring being able to qualify 
to participate. 

This past weekend both Gatulis 
athletes participated with their teams 
in the Shen’s New England Holiday 
Classic at Worcester State University. 
Emma earned fourth overall and her 
team, Excel Plantinum, walked away 
with a first place victory. 

One of the amazing things about 
the Gatulis’ involvement with gymnas- 
tics is the allowance for them to also 
participate in scholastic sports, an op- 
portunity that is unfortunately becom- 
ing more rare for the year-round sport 
participant. Emma has been a member 
of the Quabbin cross-country team in 
the fall and is currently involved with 
winter track and will register for spring 
track soon. Ruby played on Quabbin’s 
middle school soccer team this past 
fall. 

Looking into the future, both young 
women know that although they are 
strong, well trained and talented gym- 
nasts, the level of ability 1s extremely 
high for participation on college teams, 
but both hope to continue on some lev- 
el after high school. 

“T would love to continue gymnas- 
tics after I graduate high school if I’m 
able to,” said Emma Gatulis with her 
sister in agreement. “I could probably 
continue in college, but I don’t think 
my skills will be advanced enough to 
be on a competitive team at that level.” 

The Gatulis parents are proud of 
their daughters, will support whatever 
choices they make regarding gymnas- 
tics and have been happy for their in- 
volvement with the sport.

When there 
is a bad call by a basketball official, 
they hear it loud and clear versus an 
open field or a larger arena at a college.
